UNVEILED IN BOSTON. 


Collossal Equestrian Statue Erected 


by the State of MaMachu»ett» to the. 


Memory of Brave Commander.

BOSTON, 
Mass., 
June 
25.—This 


morning occurred the unveiling of a 
collosal bronze equestrian statue of 
General Joseph Hooker on the grounds 
of the State House. 
The statue was 


erected by the State of Massachusetts. 


The statue is the work of Daniel C. 


French. 
It is collossal, measuring 


nearly fifteen feiet high, while the 
pedestal oh which it rests is of nearly 
equal height. 
-"Biie horse stands with 


all four hoofs oh the ground, its head 
pulled in, its tail pendant. The Gen- 
eral is equally quiet. 
He* wears the 


soft chapeau, sits with straight knees 
very erect and holds his head ,a little 
back as if observing the movement of 
troops at long distance. 


The dedication of the monument 


today was made the "occasion of a 
splendid military pageant, 25,000 sold- 
iers of the United States Army, Na- 
tional Guard of the State of Massa-, 
chusetts, and 
sailors 
and 
marines] 


from the Charlestown Navy Yard be- 
ing in line and constituting the largest 
parade pf armed men seen in Boston 
in a immber of years. In addition to 
the regular military organizations! the 


,.para3e jnclud'ed members of the Loyal' 


Legion, the Society of the Army Of tile, 
Potomac, whose annual reunion is in 
progress here; the veterans of the 
Grand Army of the Re/public, New 
England Association 
of Veterans of 


the Mexican "War, Naval and Military 
Spanish-American War Veterans, An- 
cient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany, Worcester Continentals, Sons of 
Veterans, and the Society of Cal- 
ifornia Pioneers, the presence of the 
latter being in recognition of Genral 
Hooker's work on the Pacific Coast 
before the Civil "War.

SHOWS STEADY INCREASE 


We Have About -1000 Families—There 


Are 834 Families That Have Chil- 


dren—Yearly Increase 11 1-3 Per Ct. 


Census Marshal Geo.. D. Winters 


has just completed the school census 
of the City of Reno and h'as given a 
full report of the result to The Jour- 
nal. 


There are 834 families in the town 


In which there are children under the 
age ot" 21 years. It Is a very conser- 
vative estimate to say that there are 
166 families in w;b!ich there-are no chll- 
cren—newly married couples'arid fairi- 
illes in which the children are all more 
than 21 y ears '.pfA. age. 
brie thousand 


families means, according to the uni- 
versally accepted rule of computatlng, 
6000 persons. 
This includes only the 


established resident families, and does 
not' include the large number of un- 
married persons of both sexes over 
the age of 21 years, and the large float- 
ing population, a great many of whom 
are taxpayers. 
There are easily from 


three to five hundred of the latter, 
-which will make the total population 
of Reno at this time, on a conservative 
estimate, eight to nine thousand per- 


The total number of children in thp 


town between the ages of 6 and 18 
years of age is 1446; one year ago the 
number was 1297, an increase of 146, 
or about 11 1-3 per cent:. 


Two years ago the total number of 


children of school age -was 1155; the 
increase of last year over the year be- 
fore being 142, or about the same per 
cent as this year. 
But, while 
the 


school census is, as a rul.e a very good 
basis upon which to form an estimate 
of population, it is hardly a just basis 
for this town at this time, for the 
reason that it is known that the popu- 
lation is increasing much faster than 
this estimate shows. 
Still, at this 


rate of increase—11 per cent—it will' 
not be many years before the town will 
have grown out of recognition, almost. 
Taking 8000 as the present population, 
in ten years, at an increase of 11 per 
cent yearly, Reno will be a town of 
more than 80,000 inhabitants.

Editor Journal: 
The City Council 


in granting a franchise to the N-C-O 
railway company has evidently acted 
unadvisedly and with utter and total 
disregard of the charter of the city. 
The council apparently acted on the 
theory that it had full power in 
the 


premises and unlimited authority to 
grant franchises to such persons and 
under such terms as it saw fit. Such, 
however, is not the case, as appears 
from section 44 of the act incorporat- 
ing the City of Reno, which reads as 
follows: 


Section 44. 
Special elections must 


be held for the purpose of voting bonds 
or creating sny city or municipal in- 
debtedness, or granting any franchise, 
but no election for such purposes shall 
be held unless the council shall have 
first passed u. resolution to that effect, 
which resolution shall set forth fully 
and in detail, the purpose or purposes 
of the proposed bonds or indebtedness, 
the amount, time and terms of 
the 


proposed bonds or indebtedness, or trie 
applicant for, the character of, time, 
terms and conditions of the proposed 
franchise, as the case may be, which 
resolution shall be published in full in 
some newspaper published in the city, 
to be selected by the Council, for the 
period of at least iour weeks prior to 
the time of taking a vote thereon at 
such special election. 
Such election 


shall be held and conducted as nearly 
as practicable, in the same manner as 
elections for city officers. 
The City 


Council shall in due time make provi- 
sion for holding the' same, and the 
City Clerk shall prepare and provide, 
at the expense of ,the city, suitable 
printed stationery for use as ballots 
so as to fully carry out the intent and 
purposes of such election.

Council shall appoint 
suitable an.d 


competent persons to act as Inspec- 
tors at such election, and shall do all 
other things necessary or required to 
be done, .to: .carry, out .the provisions 
hereof; Provided, that no person not 
a taxpayer and qualified elector within 
the corporate limits of the city shall be 
qualified to vote at, any. such special 
election;, and. prpyided. further, tha,t 
no such resolution shall be declared 
carried or be. effective or valid for any 
purpose whatsoever, unless, the same 
shall receive a two-thirds vote of all 
tl.e voters voting thereon.

Section 1.—The persons, firms, as- 


sociations or corporations doing such 
branches of business, and carrying on 
such trades as hereinafter specified 
shall obtain from said city and pay 
SOT; the license hereinafter specified. 


Sec. 2.—All licenses shall be taken 


•out quarterly, 
monthly, 
weekly or 


daily as provided herein and paid for 
in advance. 
AH licenses taken out 


pursuant to the requirements of this 
Ordinance shall be posted and kept by 
the party or parties taking out the 
same in a conspicuous -place in or 
about the place of business of the per- 
son or persons, firm or corporation 
"who obtain the •'same, and f>n demand, 
•during the usual hours of business, 
inust be shown to the officer whose 
duty it is to collect such license, and 
the officer whose duty it is to issue the 
same.
